_New York:—It will be some 
time, according to letters receiv. 
ed by scientists ia the Enat from 
the Lick Observatory. in Cali. 
fornia, before it can be determin- 
ed detinitely whether the Pictures 
of the sun's eclipse, taken by 
California'scisntistsin Australia 
last September, confirm or-refute 
the Einstein theory or leave it 
open. - - 

If the theory is lefs open the 
next eclipse will ba subjact to a 
tremendous bombardment by the 
cameras, telescopes, spectro- 
scopes and other insiruments of 
astroromers who will gather in 
California next September by the 
thousands. On September 12,
